Tributes paid 

after tragic 
death of 
Pasha, 16 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
“bright” teenager with a pas¬ 
sion for art who died suddenly 
at the weekend. 

Pasha Clark, a year 11 student 
at Soham Village College, suf¬ 
fered a cardiac arrest following 
a medical incident at her home 
in Soham High Street just after 
10.30pm on Sunday. 

Emergency services, includ¬ 
ing the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance (EAAA), attended 
but Pasha sadly died at the 
scene. 

Carin Taylor, principal of 
Soham Village College, 
described Pasha as a “bright 
individual”. 

She said: “We were very sad to 
hear of the loss of Pasha Clark 
on Sunday evening. 

“Pasha was a year 11 student 
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at Soham Village College - a 
bright individual who was par¬ 
ticularly passionate about art. 

“Our thoughts are with 
Pasha’s family and friends at 
this very difficult time.” 

Many people have also paid 
tribute to Pasha on Facebook. 

One person wrote: “So sad. 
Condolences to her family. 
Sleep well little girl xx.” 

Another said: “Thinking of all 
family and friends at this 
incredibly sad time. Another 
angel taken too soon.” 

Another person wrote: 
“Another young life taken way 
too soon, RIP. May you fly with 
the angels. Sending condo¬ 


lences to the family and all 
those concerned x.” 

A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
confirmed that they attended 
the incident. 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire Police said: 
“We were called to reports of 
the sudden death of a teenage 
girl at an address in Soham at 
10.45pm on Sunday. 

“The death is not being treat¬ 
ed as suspicious and has been 
passed to the coroner.” 

An inquest into Pasha’s death 
was opened on Tuesday and 
was adjourned pending fur¬ 
ther enquiries. 

The cause of death was provi¬ 
sionally given as unascer¬ 
tained pending toxicology 
reports.

Fresh plans for 
Ely courthouse

FRESH plans to bring Ely’s 
former magistrates’ court 
back into use have been sub¬ 
mitted. 

Last summer the City of Ely 
Council applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council for planning permis¬ 
sion to change the use of the 
Grade II listed building in 
Lynn Road. 

However, the city council 
was made to go back to the 
drawing board due to numer¬ 
ous concerns - mainly the 
lack of disabled access. 

New plans concerning the 
first phase of the renovation 
- namely the north wing of 
the 19th century building - 
has now been submitted. 

The proposals involve turn¬ 


ing the main section of the 
north wing, the former proba¬ 
tion wing, into new offices for 
the city council - the inten¬ 
tion being that they would re¬ 
locate there from the existing 
premises in Market Street. 

The council also wants to 
create new interview facili¬ 
ties, a kitchen area and toilets 
inside the wing, as well as 
move the building’s main 
entrance to the rear. 

Cllr Elaine Griffin-Singh, 
Ely’s former mayor, who has 
been actively involved with 
the plans, said: 
“Unfortunately there were 
issues which meant we had to 
go back to the drawing board. 


The main issue was access for 
the disabled and buggies. 

“The new plans are only for 
the first phase, which is 
mainly for us to be able to 
move inside the north wing. 

“Discussions and negotia¬ 
tions concerning the rest of 
the building are ongoing and 
our plan is to have the rest of 
it acting as a community hub. 

“I think it makes sense for 
the main entrance to be locat¬ 
ed at the rear - that’s where 
the majority of the footfall 
will come from.” 

The courthouse has stood 
empty since 2011 and last year 
the city council managed to 
purchase the building for just

Man is injured 
at glass factory 


AN apprentice was airlifted 
to hospital after suffering a 
deep cut to his arm at a glass 
factory. 

Emergency services, 
including the East Anglian 
Air Ambulance (EAAA), were 
called to Holloseal Glass Ltd, 
based on the Chettisham 
Business Park, and arrived to 
find one of their apprentices, 
a young man in his 20s, had 
cut his left forearm. 

The victim was losing so 
much blood that he had to be 
airlifted to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, Cambridge. 

Speaking to Ely News fol¬ 
lowing the incident on 
Monday afternoon, Fraser 
Nicol, the company’s manag¬ 
ing director, said: “It’s an 
accident which we’re cer¬ 
tainly not happy about. 

“One of our apprentices - a 
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young man aged in his early 
20s and who lives locally - 
suffered a nasty cut to his left 
forearm. 

“He was lifting a rather 
large sheet of scrap glass to 
put into the skip when the 
incident happened. 

“From what I understand a 
couple of the other appren¬ 
tices offered to help him but 
he refused and insisted on 
lifting it himself. 

“It was a pretty deep cut. He 
was losing a lot of blood, 
which is why we put a lot of 
pressure on the ambulance 
service to attend. 

“We do have a health and 
safety policy in place and we 
have staff who are trained in 
first aid. 


“They immediately started 
to help and worked to help 
stop the bleeding. 

“The apprentice was airlift¬ 
ed to hospital and we are 
pleased to confirm that he is 
absolutely fine. 

“My director of operations 
has been to visit him and he 
is now on the mend and we 
are looking forward to wel¬ 
coming him back at work 
soon. 

“We’d like to thank the 
emergency services for eve¬ 
rything they did.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
EAAA confirmed that the 
patient was airlifted to hospi¬ 
tal and that he is in a “stable” 
condition. 

A spokesman for the Health 
and Safety Executive said 
they were not yet aware of the 
incident.

Dan saves a life 
waiting for flight

AN off-duty paramedic who 
was waiting to go on holiday 
sprung into action and 
helped save the life of a man 
who collapsed at Stansted 
Airport. 

Ely resident Dan Read, who 
works for Magpas Helimedix 
Air Ambulance, was at the 
airport with his wife and 
daughter last Wednesday 
afternoon. While waiting for 
the final call on his flight, he 
saw a man collapse in the 
main terminal building. 

Mr Read, who was dressed 
in his shorts, T-shirt and flip- 
flops, clicked straight into 
work mode and started pro¬ 
viding critical treatment on 
the holiday-maker who had 
suffered a cardiac arrest. 

An air ambulance, carrying 
Dr Ash Vasireddy and HEMS 
Paramedic Jo Lambert, flew 
to the scene of the serious

incident - but by the time 
they arrived they found the 
36-year-old carrying out cru¬ 
cial CPR on the man. 

All three specialist medics 
then worked together to pro¬ 
vide enhanced pre-hospital 
care for the patient before the 


Herts Air Ambulance Air 
Crew accompanied him to 
Basildon Hospital. 

After the incident the 
patient is believed to be mak¬ 
ing a good recovery. 

Mr Read, who has volun¬ 
teered for Magpas for four 
years before recently becom¬ 
ing a full-time paramedic, 
was first inspired to get 
involved when the charity 
attended an incident in which 
his brother had been involved. 

Antonia Brickell, from 
Magpas Helimedix Air 
Ambulance, called the inci¬ 
dent “inspiring”. 

She said: “On a daily basis 
these medics are faced with 
pretty harrowing scenarios. 
Dan is amazing. 

“This story just proves that 
it is in their blood - whether 
they are at work or pottering 
around on a day off - it is part 
of them. 

“It’s not just a job.”

However, when decisions have to be taken, 
irrespective of each councillor’s personal view, 
the majority vote stands.

I suspect none. 

There are 15 councillors, and they come from 
all walks of life. 

I served on the City Council for approximately 
13 years. 

Ely’s population is in excess of 18,000, and the 
residents of Queen Adelaide, Prickwillow and 
Stuntney, also come under the Council’s 
auspices. 

However, in all my years, despite this, there 
has never been more than 15 candidates 
standing, which is required to trigger an 
election. On at least one occasion, there was 
actually less.

Should any of the current councillors wish to 
continue to serve, they will have to stand 
again, the same as anyone else. 

If there are sufficient candidates, a formal 
election will take place. It will then be up to the 
electorate to decide. Who may, or may not, 
have the same mindset, will have no bearing. 
Perhaps Susan Green would like to stand. 

If the past is anything to go by, no formal vote 
will be required, and she, too, will become a 
councillor.

Second cannabis 
farm discovered

ANOTHER cannabis factory has 
been discovered by police in 
Soham. 

Around 300 cannabis plants were 
recovered from a property in Hasse 
Road following two police war¬ 
rants at around 4am last Thursday. 

It came almost exactly a week 
after 12,000 cannabis plants - be¬ 
lieved to be the biggest such farm 
ever discovered in Cambridge¬ 
shire - were uncovered in the town. 

As reported last week, the drugs 
factory was found inside an indus¬ 
trial unit - the former Garner 
Plastics premises - in Regal Drive 
at around 11pm on Wednesday, 
May 28 when two on-patrol officers 
detected a strong smell of canna¬ 
bis. 

They followed the scent, which 
took them to the warehouse. 

One man was arrested and has 
been bailed by police until July 24. 

Following the raid in Hasse Road, 
a 56-year-old man has been arrest- 
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ed on suspicion of cultivating can¬ 
nabis and possession of a firearm. 

A 59-year-old woman was also 
arrested at a property in Mepal on 
suspicion of producing cannabis. 

Both are in custody at Parkside 
Police Station. 

Sergeant Will Davis, who is based 
in Ely, said: “We carried out a raid 
at a property in Soham during the 
early hours of this morning (Thurs¬ 
day) and discovered approximately 
300 cannabis plants. 

“We are not linking this finding 
to the other cannabis factory 
found in Regal Drive last week. 
However, this should go as a warn¬ 
ing that we will not tolerate the use 
and supply of drugs in our area and 
we will do all we can to disrupt this 
kind of activity.” 

Anyone with any information 
should call Cambridgeshire Police 
on 101.

New path will 
link reserves 


A NEW long-distance foot¬ 
path will link two key 
Cambridgeshire nature 
reserves and help commem¬ 
orate the pioneering natural¬ 
ist Charles Rothschild. 

Wicken Fen, near Ely, and 
Woodwalton Fen, near 
Huntingdon, are Britain’s two 
oldest nature reserves and a 
new 36-mile footpath named 
The Rothschild Way will link 
them. 

On Saturday, lune 28 a pio¬ 
neering team from the 
Wildlife Trust’s Great Fen 
Local Group will walk the 
newly-recognised route for 
the first time, starting from 
Wicken Fen and finishing at 
Rothschild’s bungalow at 
Woodwalton National Nature 
Reserve. 

They hope to raise £2,000 for 
the Great Fen project - a 
scheme to create a 9,000 acre 
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super-reserve around 
Woodwalton Fen - on the 
walk. 

Charles Rothschild was a 
banker, philanthropist and 
insect expert, who, at the age 
of just 22 in 1899, bought 
Wicken Fen and presented it 
to the Natural Trust to help 
secure the future of a piece of 
unspoilt fenland habitat. 

Eleven years later he bought 
Woodwalton Fen as his per¬ 
sonal reserve and built the 
Rothschild Bungalow as a 
base for his insect collecting 
expeditions. 

Rothchild’s efforts started 
the conservation movement 
in the UK and he drew up a 
list of 284 threatened wildlife 
havens as well as setting up 
the Society for the Promotion 


of Nature Reserves in order to 
protect them. 

The society was the forerun¬ 
ner of the Wildlife Trusts 
partnership. 

Dr Adrian Kempster, chair¬ 
man of the Wildlife Trust’s 
Great Fen Local Group, who is 
leading the walk, said: “We 
are hoping that people will 
walk the way for various rea¬ 
sons but also to generate 
funds for the conservation 
organisations who are work¬ 
ing to continue Rothschild’s 
legacy at these two very spe¬ 
cial fenland nature reserves. 

“We will be publicising this 
footpath both locally and 
nationally and eventually aim 
to have it marked as a route on 
Ordnance Survey maps.”

New ‘pod’ planned for Ely’s Tesco car park 


CUSTOMERS could soon be 
getting their shoes and watch¬ 
es repaired in a purpose-built 
pod at Ely’s Tesco store. 

Bosses have applied for 
planning permission to build 
a 23 square-metre pod in the 
supermarket’s car park in 
Angel Drove. 

The pod will be used by 
Tesco and Timpson Ltd to 


offer jewellery repairs, watch 
repairs, shoe repairs, engrav¬ 
ing, key cutting and dry 
cleaning. If approved, the 
new pod will result in the loss 
of two car parking spaces. 

In a statement to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, the applicants said: 
“Consent is sought for the 
construction of one retail pod 


to be situated on an existing 
paved area approximately 64 
metres south-east of the main 
store entrance. 

“Dry cleaning will not be 
undertaken within the kiosk 
- items to be cleaned would 
simply be dropped off and 
collected at the kiosk.”

“I showed the photo to my son and 
he says it’s definitely a spirit.” 

Des, who worked as a groundsman 
and maintenance worker for East 
Cambridgeshire District Council for 
more than 15 years before he retired, 
said he has had “numerous” ghostly 
encounters. 

He said: “We think it’s the ghost of 
either a woman wearing a cloak or a 
hooded monk. 

“You only have to read one of the 
many books on the history of Ely 
and the surrounding area to realise 
that spirits of monks are frequently 
seen. 

“I understand people either believe 
in ghosts or they don’t - and every¬ 
one is entitled to their own opinion. 


“I gave the photograph to the 
newspaper as I just wanted to see 
what readers thought, I suppose.” 

The father-of-three and grandfa- 
ther-of-seven added: “My son, Neil, 
is a psychic medium and can com¬ 
municate with spirits but I don’t like 
to delve too deep into that. 

“All I know is that I have had 
numerous experiences over the 
years - hearing voices and seeing 
strange things - and to me there is 
definitely another world out there. 

“I certainly don’t think it’s a case of 
that when you die you go away alto¬ 
gether.”

Phase one 
of housing 
scheme is

THE first phase of a major 
new housing development in 
Soham is now complete. 

The Daniel Connal 
Partnership has announced 
the first phase of the Flagship 
Housing social housing 
scheme in Fordham Road has 
been officially handed over. 

The partnership is working 
with Flagship Housing and 
Hopkin’s Homes to deliver the 
development, planning 
permission for which was 
granted by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council in 2012.

Anaerobic 
digester 
plant plans 
approved 


PLANS to build another anaero¬ 
bic digester plant in East 
Cambridgeshire have been 
approved, despite grave concerns 
from locals. 

Pretoria Energy Ltd, the firm run 
by local farmer Richard Lee and 
which is currently building anaer¬ 
obic digester facilities in 
Chittering, applied to Lenland 
District Council for planning per¬ 
mission to build another plant 
around 10 miles away last year, 
but the proposals were rejected. 

However, as previously reported, 
the company then submitted a 
fresh set of plans for the develop¬ 
ment on land east of Greys Larm in 
Iretons Way, Chatteris - around 
500m from Mepal Outdoor Centre 
- which bosses insisted resolved 
the previous concerns raised. 

Despite objections from nearby 
residents and concerns from 
Mepal, Sutton and Witcham par¬ 
ish councils, the proposals have 
now been approved. 

The plans involve building four 
‘primary digester tanks’ measur¬ 
ing 22.4m by 8.4m, eight storage 
tanks of varying size, three ‘sec¬ 
ondary digester tanks’ measuring 
33.9m by 12.8m, a ‘digestate tank’

measuring 36.7m by 12.8m and a 
‘gas scrub unit’ with chimneys 
11.5m high. 

The whole aim of the plant is to 
turn maize into renewable energy. 

In a statement to the council, 
their agents said the tanks would 
all be grey in colour in order to 
“blend into the skyline”. 

They said: “Energy projects such 
as this are promoted by the 
Government because they pro¬ 
duce renewable sources of heat 
and power whilst contributing 
towards a reduction in the genera¬ 
tion of greenhouse gases. 

“Some parts of the process could 
potentially give rise to odour 
emissions, which would be allevi¬ 
ated through the adoption of 
standard best practice measures. 
No other pollution issues are con¬ 
sidered to be of overriding con¬ 
cern.” 

Planners said that the loss of 
agricultural land for the plant was 
“not considered to be significant” 
and that “adequate conditions” 
could be put in place to protect the 
amenities of nearby residents.

‘Mini tornados’ were 
in fact funnel clouds

EXCITEMENT from people who believed 
they had witnessed ‘mini tornados’ in 
Cambridgeshire has been quashed by a 
weather expert. 

Several people called Ely News to report 
spotting what they thought were mini tor¬ 
nados in the skies above their homes 
between Nemarket and Ely last week. 

But Professor Hans-F Graf, an expert in 
climate and weather extremes at the 
University of Cambridge, has confirmed 
that they were not mini tornados, but in 
fact funnel clouds. 

Professor Graf said: “What people were 
witnessing in the sky was a funnel cloud. 

“Funnel clouds are effectively the 
embryo of a tornado but a tornado has to 
touch the ground in order for it to be a tor¬ 
nado. 

“Funnel clouds are not uncommon and I 
can see why people did think they were 
mini tornados as they do look like that 
from a distance. 

“The whirling motion is caused by con¬ 
densed water being blown downwards 
from the cloud, but in order for it to evolve 
into a tornado, the weather conditions 
would have to be much more extreme - 
certainly more extreme than what you’d 
expect to see here in the UK.” 

Among those who called to say he 
thought he’d seen a mini tornado between 


Soham and Isleham, was Fee Hilsden, 28, 
from Haddenham. Lee, who works as a 
field service engineer for a firm in Ely, was 
on his way to a job at around 10.10am 
when he spotted it in the sky. 

He said: “I couldn’t believe my eyes. I’ve 
always been interested in meteorology 
and have always wanted to see a tornado 
in the sky. 

“I could see the clouds were huge and 


really dark and as I looked again I saw a ‘V’ 
coming from beneath the thunderstorm 
cloud and form the mini tornado. 

“My mobile phone was in its holder on 
the dashboard so I quickly pulled over, 
grabbed it and clicked away.” 

David Wakefield and Kerry Fitch were 
among others who got in touch to say they 
had seen funnel clouds in the Witchford 
and Sutton area.

Witchford Voices’ 
tour to remember

POPULAR community 
choir Witchford Voices has 
returned from a moving 
remembrance tour in 
Belgium. 

Two years after the choir’s 
successful continental 
tour, members returned to 
give a moving performance 
at the prestigious Menin 
Gate Last Post Ceremony in 
Ypres. 

The Last Post is the tradi¬ 
tional final salute to the 
fallen, played by the 
buglers in honour of the 
memory of the soldiers of 
the former British Empire 
and its allies, who died at 
Ypres during the First 
World War. 

The ceremony has been 
conducted every evening at 
precisely 8pm without fail 
since 1928. 

Witchford Voices sang 
two pieces while repre¬ 
sentatives from across the 
world laid wreaths at the 
Menin Gate memorial. 

The tour was planned to 
coincide with the cente¬ 
nary commemorations of 
the start of the First World 


War, and for many in the 
choir, it had very local and 
personal resonance. 

During the war, a soldier 
from Witchford, Private 
Joseph W Dunham, was 
killed on June 3, 1917. 

He was buried in the 
Vlamertinghe military 
cemetery in Belgium. 


During Witchford Voices’ 
visit, choir member Nina 
Jellicoe and her husband, 
George, who live in the vil¬ 
lage, placed a wreath on his 
grave. 

George said: “I was hon¬ 
oured to be asked to place 
the wreath on behalf of 
Witchford and the Royal 


British Legion. It was an 
emotional experience.” 

To commemorate the 
centenary of the start of 
the First World War, a small 
group of volunteers have 
also planted thousands of 
poppy seeds in Witchford.

The Father’s Day Kevin 
thought he’d never have 


WHEN Kevin Byrne was told, at 
16 years old, that it was unlikely 
he would ever be able to father a 
child, he knew a rite of passage 
that most men take for granted 
had been snatched away from 
him. 

Now, 22 years on and following 
advances in fertility medicine, he 
is the biological father of little 
Arthur, born following IVF treat¬ 
ment at Bourn Hall Clinic in 
Cambridge. 


“Looking back at that day, I was 
angry, frustrated, and I hadn’t 
even contemplated fatherhood. 

“Years later and having been 
through so much, I still can’t 
believe Arthur is here. He’s amaz¬ 
ing - the baby that would never 
have been without the team at 
Bourn Hall,” said Kevin. 

In 1980, aged four, Kevin, who 
lives in Soham, was diagnosed 
with Non-Hodgkin Lymphoma, a 
rare cancer that affects the body’s 


lymphatic system - the network of 
glands and vessels that forms part 
of the immune system. 

The cancer had formed in Kevin’s 
liver and spread to his kidneys by 
the time it was picked up. For the 
next two years, Kevin was in and 
out of Great Ormond Street 
Children’s Hospital in London. 

He recalls: “Even though I was 
very young, my memories of that 
time are still vivid. My dad was an 
ambulance technician, and when 


I was really poorly I’d be rushed 
down to London, blue lights flash¬ 
ing, by his crew mates. 

“I remember one doctor who 
used to try and distract me from 
the pain by playing card tricks at 
my bedside. There was also a time 
where I came round from an oper¬ 
ation and told my mum I could see 
five of her! 

“I was spaced out from the medi¬ 
cation and I think it was definitely 
scarier for her than it was for me.”

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DADDY’S BOY: ‘He’s a very special little boy’, says Kevin 


Kevin battled the illness for 
two years and underwent two 
rounds of chemotherapy and 
a cycle of radiotherapy. 

Chemotherapy can cause a 
man to become infertile and 
due to Kevin’s young age, he 
did not have the option to 
freeze a sperm sample prior 
to the treatment. 

Given the all clear aged 11 
and thankfully in good health 
ever since, Kevin jokes he 
grew up a normal “tearaway 
teen”. 

When he was 25, he met 
Natalie, while they were both 
working for a cable TV com¬ 
pany. 

“We got to know each other 
over the 18 months we worked 
together and became friends. 
Natalie had decided she 
wanted to become a midwife 
and went away to university 
to train. We didn’t see much 
of each other and kept in 
touch with the occasional 
phone call... Natalie always 
called me, I was rubbish,” 
Kevin laughs. 

However, when Natalie fin¬ 
ished her training and moved 
back, the couple got together 
and became engaged. Kevin 
had been open about his 
medical history and Natalie 
remembers having to consid¬ 
er the prospect that she may 
never be a mother. 

“I had to think hard about 
whether we had a future 
together if we couldn’t have a 
family. Being a midwife, sur¬ 
rounded by pregnant women 
and babies, it could become 
difficult to cope with. I loved 
Kevin and wanted to be with 
him, so we chose to cross any 
difficult bridges when we 
came to them.” 

The couple decided to seek 
help early on. They saw their 
GP in February 2011 and 
Kevin was asked to provide 
four sperm samples for anal¬ 
ysis. All four came back with a 
zero sperm count, confirm¬ 
ing their worst fears. 

Kevin remembers: “I knew it 
was unlikely that I would be 
producing sperm but the 
results still came as a blow -1 
was disappointed but not 


surprised. I felt particularly 
bad for Natalie as she was 
more hopeful then I was 
about the result and was 
quite upset. We talked about 
adoption but decided we 
wanted to try IVF with a 
sperm donor first so went to 
our local hospital for further 
fertility testing.” 

Their consultant referred 
the couple for IVF treatment 
at Bourn Hall Clinic and they 
met with consultant, Oliver 
Wiseman, one of only a hand¬ 
ful of urologists in the UK to 
specialise in fertility medi¬ 
cine. 

He encouraged the couple 
to try a procedure called tes¬ 
ticular sperm extraction 
(TESE) before considering 
sperm donation. 

Mr Wiseman said: 
“Although there may be no 
sperm in the ejaculate, the 
man might still have sperm in 
the testes. TESE involves the 
removal of small pieces of 
testicular tissue under gener¬ 
al anaesthetic. 

“In the embryology lab we 
look for any viable sperm that 
can be used for IVF. It is not 
always possible to find suita¬ 
ble sperm but if we do, the 
man has a chance of becom¬ 
ing a biological father. 

“We treated Kevin just 
before Christmas in 
December 2011. We were all 
delighted when sperm was 
found. It was a great 
Christmas present for ah con¬ 
cerned.” 

Kevin spent Christmas and 
New Year recovering from the 
operation with renewed hope 
that he could become a father. 
The couple were also plan¬ 
ning their wedding at the 
time and decided to wait 
until later in 2012 to begin 
IVF treatment. 

Kevin’s sperm was frozen 
and stored at Bourn Hall. 

The couple had IVF with 
intracytoplasmic sperm 
injection (ICSI) - where a sin¬ 
gle sperm is injected directly 
into the egg to fertilise it. 

As part of the treatment, 
Natalie was given medication 
to stimulate egg production 


but suffered a reaction known 
as ovarian hyperstimulation 
syndrome. This caused her 
ovaries to swell and produce 
too many follicles; the fluid- 
filled sacs in which each egg 
develops. 

The reaction caused the 
first cycle of IVF treatment to 
fail. Despite this setback, 
Kevin and Natalie were deter¬ 
mined to keep trying. They 
started their second ICSI 
cycle with Natalie very close¬ 
ly monitored: “We were nerv¬ 
ous,” she recalls. “We didn’t 
want the same thing to hap¬ 
pen again but we put our 
trust in the doctors and this 
time the symptoms were only 
mild.” 

Natalie’s eggs where col¬ 
lected and fertilised with the 
sperm that had been kept fro¬ 
zen in storage. One of the 
resulting embryos was select¬ 
ed and transferred to Natalie’s 
womb. The couple were 
advised to wait two weeks to 
take a pregnancy test as 
before this time the test can 
give a false result. 

“I was feeling a bit strange 
and suspected I could be 
pregnant so I decided I 
couldn’t wait a fortnight,” 
says Natalie. “I snuck off to 
the bathroom and took the 
test. 

“I went to tell Kevin the 
good news; he was playing 
Xbox at the time and was a bit 
grumpy as he doesn’t like to 
be disturbed. Once I got 
through to him that we had 
such happy news, we both 
celebrated and ended up in 
tears!” 

Natalie’s pregnancy pro¬ 
gressed well and she gave 
birth to 91b 5oz Arthur by cae¬ 
sarean section on November 
10 last year and the couple are 
loving life as parents. 

Kevin smiles: “He’s a very 
special little boy. I was con¬ 
cerned my family line would 
stop with me, but now Arthur 
is here, he can go on to have a 
family of his own. 

“Being a parent - something 
I never thought would hap¬ 
pen for me - is simply incred¬ 
ible.”

FRESH off the back of the divisive, 
incestuous and manic ‘Tis Pity She's A 
Whore which came to Cambridge Arts 
Theatre in May (check out our review 
online at cambridge-news.co.uk/whatson ), 
Cheek by Jowl theatre company are back 
this week with their “menacing, hilarious 
and anarchic** portrayal of the despotic 
Ubu, first written by Alfred Jarry. 

Known for their pace and wit and 
tongue in cheek attitude to classic - 
if troublesome - texts, the troupe's 
version of Ubu Roi is set to be similarly 
revolutionary. 

Opening and closing on its first night 
when performed at Paris' Theatre de 
I'CEuvre on December 10, 1896, the 
play blurs the lines between the comic, 
the bizarre and the downright surreal. 

It's bolshie and odd, surprising and 
unforgiving, designed to make you squirm 
as much as laugh, and sutures together 
plot line snippets from Macbeth, Hamlet 
and Lear while tugging on schoolboy 
tropes and silly jokes. 

Suitable for over-16s (so it must be a 
tad racy/raucously violent if that intrigues 
you), the piece is performed entirely in 
French, but there will be English subtitles 
so you can keep up. 

There also won't be an interval, so 
expect to leave rather wrung out, but 
hopefully pretty stunned to boot.

BELLE (I2A, 104 mins) 

BEAUTY is in the eye of the beholder 
but when that beauty defies the social 
mores of a prejudiced era, it must be 
cherished in secret. 

Belle is the enchanting dramatisation 
of a true story of fortitude across 
racial and class divides at a time 
when pompous men of privilege 
were vociferously debating the end of 
slavery in England. 

The high-profile case at the centre 
of the debate concerned the crew of a 
ship called the Zong, who had thrown 
dozens of slaves overboard because 
they claimed they did not have enough 
supplies for the duration of the voyage. 

When the ship reached port, the 
Zong's Liverpool-based owners 
demanded compensation for the lost 
slaves but insurers refused to honour 
the claim. 

The subsequent trial posed 
uncomfortable questions about the 
monetary value of human life. 

Inspired by an 18th-century painting 
commissioned by William Murray, who 
was then Lord Chief Justice of England 
and Wales, Amma Asante's handsome 
period piece illuminates the debate and 
some of the characters, whose lives 
intersected at this historical crossroads. 

Captain Sir John Lindsay (Matthew 
Goode) brings his illegitimate, mixed 
race daughter Dido (Lauren Julien-Box) 
to England and entrusts the child to his 
aristocratic uncle, Lord Mansfield (Tom 
Wilkinson) while he returns to sea. 


Lord Mansfield's wife (Emily Watson) 
is opposed to the plan but he permits 
Dido to stay, allowing his great-niece 
to become a constant companion to 
her cousin, Elizabeth (Cara Jenkins). 

The girls blossom and Lady Elizabeth 
(now played by Sarah Gadon) prepares 
to seek a wealthy husband. 

"Elizabeth must secure her bread and 
butter," Lord Mansfield reminds his 
wife. 

Dido (now played by Gugu Mbatha- 
Raw) is afforded certain privileges 
by her lineage but she must remain 
behind closed doors at important social 
gatherings. 

Oliver Ashford (James Norton), the 
handsome offspring of Lord and Lady 
Ashford (Alex Jennings, Miranda 
Richardson) is a potential love match 
for Elizabeth but he is more interested 
in Dido. However, Dido's head is 
turned by idealistic lawyer John 
Davinier (Sam Reid), who is heavily 


involved in the Zong case and opens 
her eyes to the barbarism of slavery. 

Elegantly scripted by Misan Sagay, 
Belle is a beautifully crafted companion 
piece to 12 Years A Slave that traverses 
a moral maze through British eyes and 
reminds us that we have blood on our 
hands too. 

The ensemble cast delivers excellent 
performances, particularly Mbatha- 
Raw, who possesses beauty and 
vulnerability on camera. 

She catalyses smouldering screen 
chemistry with Reid, and Wilkinson 
brings pomp and circumstance to his 
pivotal role as a man with the power 
to chip away at the foundations of the 
legal firmament. 

Dramatic momentum steadily builds 
to Lord Mansfield's deliberation on the 
Zong case, watched intently by Dido 
and Davinier.

A question of 

compost 


BAGS of old compost are still being sold in garden 
centres and DIY stores, with no indication of the 
date of production on the packaging, according to a 
report in the latest edition of Which7 Gardening, the 
Consumers’ Association magazine. 

The report follows up its findings last June that old 
stock was on sale, which manufacturers said was 
down to the previous year's 
poor summer. Yet the problem is 
still occurring, with researchers 
having found old stock of B&Q, 

Miracle-Gro, J Arthur Bower's 
and Westland compost being 
sold again. 

Compost doesn't normally have 
a sell-by or use-by date on it, 
so consumers may have trouble 
distinguishing old stock from 
new. 

But just how effective is old 
compost? Which? Gardening 
claims that the nutrients in 
compost can degrade over time, 
so using a compost that is more than a year or two old 
could prevent plants from thriving. 

Guy Barter, chief horticultural adviser with the 
RHS, says that certainly organic potting compost 
deteriorates with time. 

"Any organic fertilisers incorporated in the compost 
will break down over time and the soluble nutrients 
will become too salty and strong which could damage 
the roots of young plants. 

"Potting composts have been formulated to have 


lots of air in them because roots need to breathe, 
just like humans. As the compost ages, the air space 
declines and roots find it difficult to grow because of 
lack of air in the compost." 

He says non-organic composts are less likely to be 
affected by age because the nutrients will almost 
certainly be in the form of chemicals, which aren't 
broken down so quickly. 

Which? Gardening wants 
manufacturers to make it easier 
for consumers to see when the 
compost they buy was made - for 
example by printing a production 
date on the packaging. When it 
suggested this to the industry 
body Growing Media Association 
(GMA), it said: "GMA members 
believe they manage stock well. 

If consumers are dissatisfied with 
the quality of their compost, they 
should take it up with the retailer." 

David Coop, head of technical 
development for Westland 
Horticulture, says: "Ideally, we would advise 
gardeners to use compost within the season of 
purchase. 

"However, we are confident that Westland compost 
would be stable and consistent the following year if 
stored correctly in a cool, dry place, away from direct 
sunshine. This is because we use ingredients such 
as peat and our patented West+ wood fibre in our 
composts, which are stable, consistent and reliable 
products, which don't break down quickly."

A spokesman for Sinclair Horticulture, which 
manufactures J Arthur Bower's compost, says: 

"Sinclair Horticulture's retail composts are formulated 
to have a long shelf-life. Any deterioration is gradual 
and the product remains efficacious for at least two 
years as long as it is stored well (ie fully wrapped). 

"We encourage garden centres to rotate their stock 
but we have no control over this. Should the consumer 
buy discounted older compost, we would advise them 
to keep an eye on their plants and be prepared to 
start their fertiliser regime slightly earlier if their plants 
show any signs of nutrient deficiency." 

However, Barter notes that it would be difficult and 
costly for gardeners to prove that the compost they 
used had caused the poor performance of plants. 
They'd probably need to employ a specialist company 
to analyse the compost. 

"When you see compost for sale, you assume it will 
do what it says on the bag. But if it's been in a retail 
outlet for a long time, it may have deteriorated." 

So, what should we be looking for when buying 
what we deem to be fresh compost? 


"Go to outlets which have a high turnover where 
there doesn't appear to be old stock," Barter advises. 
"If the bags are looking stained or weather-worn, 
perhaps you should think about shopping elsewhere." 

When you open the bag, the contents should feel 
fluffy and fibrous, not wet and heavy. Compost may 
seem hard because it's been stacked on a pallet but it 
should fluff up pretty easily. 

However, it is possible to use old compost as an 
effective soil improver when winter digging or just 
to use as a mulch to conserve moisture and suppress 
weeds, says Barter, so you could bag a bargain if you 
see any old stock in the sale. 

And if anyone has a partially-used bag of compost 
left over from a previous year, mix it 50:50 with fresh 
compost and use it to raise young bedding plants or 
young vegetables, he advises.

JUST months after launching 
the new Mini Hatch, Mini has 
expanded its model range with 
the addition of the Mini 5-door 
Hatch.

And Soham boss Fallon, who 
was a long-time admirer of 
Simpson before taking over at 
Julius Martin Lane, is in no doubt 
he will be missed. 

“We tried to sign him a few 
times when I was at Histon, but he 
always stayed loyal to Soham 
because he enjoyed being at the 
club,” said Fallon. 


“He’s a manager’s dream player 
because he would always give 100 
per cent whether he was fully fit 
or only half-fit. 

“We (Fallon and assistant Ian 
Hart) had some difficult times 
when we first came to Soham, but 
he supported us from the start. 

“He could have played at a 
higher level, but he was one of 
those who money wasn’t 
everything for. A lot of players 
could learn from him.” 

Simpson, along with Peter 
Hinde, captained the Soham 
team which won the Eastern 
Counties League and promotion 
in 2008. 

Despite struggling with back 


problems, he was still able to 
make 45 appearances last season 
as the team just missed out on the 
Ryman League, North Division 
play-offs. 

However, he has since decided 
to call time on his playing career, 
although the door remains open 


for him to return if he feels fit 
enough to after several months’ 
rest. 

Chris Lindsay has also left to go 
to Australia for a year, but Fallon 
is optimistic most of last season’s 
squad will stay on despite interest 
from elsewhere. 
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
